RABBIT BORN FROM OVUM 
FERTILIZED BY ICE WATER 


New York, March 26.—A report 
in the proceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences by Dr. Greg­ 
ory Pincus and Herbert Shapire 
of Clark University and 
Vassar 
College, respectively, tells of the 
birth of rabbit from an ovum, or 
egg, fertilized artificially by chill­ 
ing with ice water. 
The experiment was to 
learn 
whether cold alone might act as a 
fertilizer. 
Temperature is known 
to be important in embryonic de­ 
velopment. 
In glass tubes 
ova 
are activated more often by cold 
alone than by chemical solutions. 
The tests were made 
on 
16 
living rabbits. 
One of th#se rab­ 
bits gave birth to a young female. 
Dr. Pincus points out that this 
birth rate is very low compared 
with average rabbit fecundity. He 
says the ice water was successful 
in one chance in 200. 
Two years ago Dr. Pincus start­ 
led the scientific world with the 
discovery that rabbit ova can be 
fertilized by chemical irritation. 
Previously such things had been 
confined to lower animals, of the 
worm class, and it had been denied 
that parthenogenesis was possible 
in mammals. 
Dr. Pincus produc­ 
ed several litters of rabbits whose 
fathers were merely salt 
solu­ 
tions in which the ova had been 
placed for a short time. All these 
rabbits were females.

When Nathan iel Past hall serv­ 
ed as the brillian t editor of the 
St. Louis Republican , he n ot on ly 
exerted a stron g in fluen ce on the 
political thoug ht of the State but 
he helped in troduce to Missouri­ 
an s epochal chan g es in n ewspaper 
publication . 
Paschall was born at Kn oxville, 
Ten n essee, on April 4, 18 02, on e 
hun dred an d thirty -eig ht 
y ears 
ag o this week. He eviden tly came 
to Missouri early , for when 
he 
was on ly twelve he became 
an 
appren tice in the office of Joseph 
Charless, often called the “father 
of St. Louis journ alism.” Paschell 
remain ed iden tified with Missouri’s 
first n ewspaper an d its successors 
for more than half a cen tury , with 
the exception of a brief period in 
the late 18 30s an d early 18 40s. 
Althoug h he received little 
or 
n o education , Paschall had 
the 
ability of a born writer an d edi­ 
tor. 
He g radually worked 
his 
way up from prin ter’s devil in the 
office of the Gazette un til in 18 28 j 
he held a place as editor an d part- 
own er of the Missouri Republican 
successor of the Gazette. 
In writin g his editorials,

forceful Republican editor main ly 
dealt with the

aroun d St. Louis. Throug hout his

Did you know that spring start­ 
ed a day earlier than usual this 
year? 
Because this is Leap Year 
spring began on March 20 instead 
of March 21. 
Last w inter a number of long­ 
standing weather 
records 
were 
broken. 
But now that the severe 
season is past, it is natural that 
new interests and activities will 
come to the front. 
For everyone 
—from farm er to social worker— 
spring means a chance to plan 
and work so that the next winter 
will fall lighter on ourselves and 
others. 
It is not surprising, then, that 
A pril has been and is a 
banner 
m onth for the beginning of pro­ 
grams for the betterment of man­ 
kind. 
Let’s take a look 
at 
the 
record. 
Back in April, 1869, 
the 
first 
great Boys’ Club was founded in 
Salem, 
Massachusetts. 
A 
fe w 
years later, in April, 1875, 
the 
American Society for the Preven­ 
tion of Cruelty to Children was 
incorporated. 
A Boston 
cobbler, 
who 
took 
some boys under his supervision 
rather than see them go to prison, 
w as responsible for the passing of 
th e first probation law in the Unit- 
•ed States, in April, 1878. 
Several years later the National 
Child Labor Committee and 
the 
National 
Recreation 
Association 
were organized, both in April, but 
two years apart (1904 and 1906). 
A pioneer center for the scien­ 


tific study of youthful delinquents 
was the Chicago Juvenile Psycho­ 
pathic Institute, founded in April, 
1909. 
Then 
three 
years 
later, 
April marked the birth of the na­ 
tional study of child welfare un­ 
der the United States 
Children s 
Bureau. 
It is interesting that so many of 
these spring activities should 
be 
concerned with better opportun­ 
ities for children. For this reason, 
no doubt, 
National 
Boys’ 
and 
Girls’ Week is usually observed in 
the latter part of the 
month 
of 
April. 
But there 
is 
another 
April 
birthday of a different kind, that 
of the National Jewish 
Welfare 
Board in 1917. 
In addition. April 
is usually the month 
of 
many 
health campaigns, like the Nation­ 
al Negro Health Week and 
the 
Tuberculosis Early Diagnosis Cam­ 
paign.

“How Can I Cut Food Costs?’’ 


Katharine Fisher s

Answers Som e of Your Q uestions: 


“Cat i you suggest a few ways in which I may safely cut corners in my utcat hills' 


It's poor econoray to buy low-grade meats. Select meats that bear 
the packer’s or government's quality stamp. For your savory pot roasts, 
stews, 
meat pies, chopped-meat dishes, meat loafs, etc., choose such 
thrifty cuts as chuck, neck, flank, or rump of beef, neck or breast of veal, 
and shoulder or neck of lamb. Always ask for the meat trimmings. 
Simmered with vegetables and well seasoned, they make luscious, hearty 
soups. Buy beef or lambs’ liver—it's cheaper and just as healthful as 
calves’. Frequently serve fish “buys,” such as cod, haddock, quick-frozen 
perch, codfish cakes, canned salmon, or grated tuna. Don’t forget cheese 
and egg dishes: fondues, cheese salads, omelets, etc. 


"What about milk? Although I have to watch the pennies, 
I don't want to skimp on foods my family should have to 
keep fit" 


There's a wise mother! Many of us, trying to be 
thrifty, fail to get into our meals enough calcium— 
an important health builder. Yet we can get calcium 
economically by using milk and cheese generously. 
Be sure each child gets 1 qt. of milk daily to drink, 
in or on cereals, or in cooked foods. Adults need 1 pt. 
each. (Cheese may supply part of this.) Use evapo­ 
rated or dried milk for some of your cooking—you 
get the same food value for less money. Often serve 
thrifty milk soups of beans, corn, potatoes, peas, 
fish. Serve vegetables in cheese sauce; scalloped dishes 
of vegetables, fish, cheese, or meat; cheese in salads 
and salad dressings; milk desserts of rice or bread 
pudding, custards, ice cream, blanc manges, etc. 


“What are tome of the shopping tips that will keep precious pennies from 
vanishing when I market?" 
You’ll save if you keep a reminder pad in the kitchen for jotting 
down staples as soon as they’re used up. You’ll save if you make up your 
market list with your menus before you. Decide just how much of each 
item you will need, by referring to your recipes. You’ll save if you buy 
staples in quantities as large as your storage space and your family’s 
eating habits permit. Cocoa, baking powder, jams, salad dressings, 
salad and olive oils, and canned foods are only a few of the items on 
which you can save by buying in large-size cans or jars. Soap, paper 
towels, etc., bought in quantity, are sometimes lower, too. Remember 
that pennies saved soon add up to dollars. 


*fPhat can I do about leftovers? They are forever a problem" 
Avoid unnecessary leftovers by knowing how much to buy for your 
family. When you do have them, chill them, covered, and deliberately 
work them into the next day’s menus, or the next. If it’s leftover lamb, 
try croquettes, stew, goulash, lamb curry, etc. If it’s beef, the right 
answers are: hash, croquettes, stuffed peppers, etc. If it’s a vegetable, 
combine it with the one for tomorrow’s dinner; make it into a cream 
soup; use it in salads; add it to your salad dressing; serve it creamed, 
etc. If it’s a fruit, mold it in gelatin for dessert or salad. Or serve it 
over cake. If it’s egg yolks, hard-cook them in boiling water, then mince 
and use in sauces, salads, salad dressings, sandwich fillings, etc. 


“llou, can I keep my food allowance in bounds and still give the family the 
duily litamin-C quota?” 
When oranges, grapefruit, or tangerines are Inexpensive, serve them 
daily, as juice, in salads, fruit cups, fruit drinks, as desserts, etc. Don’t 
squeeze or peel them in advance; they lose vitamin C. Use lemons freely 
in salad dressings, in desserts, to step-up spinach, etc. Work plenty of 
fresh or canned tomatoes or tomato juice into your daily meals. Add them 
| to your soups or stews. Scallop tomatoes with other cheap vegetables, 
such as spinach or cabbage. Serve them with linias, rice, macaroni, or 
| salmon; jellied as salad, etc. Serve shredded raw green cabbage fre- 
| quenlly, alone or with law carrots, other vegetables, or fruits in salads, 
i Or serve cabbage cooked quickly (8 to 10 min.); the longer the cooking 
, the more vitamin C you lose. Serve other vegetables, as well as bananas, 
apples, and canned and dried fruits often. 


“I'm u novice housekeeper. Please tell me how to buy thrifty and healthful 
vegetables.“ 
Greens, green cabbage, salad greens, carrots, yellow turnips, winter 
squash, potatoes, string beans, peas, and tomatoes are wise purchases. 
Watch local market prices. Market vegetables (in season) are usually 
better and cheaper. Buy them yourself! Then you can check on freshness, 
j quality, and bargains. Keep perishable vegetables in your refrigerator 
j to conserve vitamin C. Cook vegetables in their skins, or pare thinly. 
' Steam or boil them, covered, in 1 in. of boiling water. Don’t pour food 
I value down the sink. Use canned and quick-frozen vegetables whenever 
you can. They’re richer in minerals and vitamins than many market 


j vegetables. In heating canned vegetables such as peas, boil the liquid 
: down half, add the peas, and heat. You save food value.

A car load 
of good hogs could be fed out with 
about six tons less feed than a 
car load of scrub hogs would need. 
W eaver said further that there 
is conclusive evidence in 
heavy 
weaning-tim e weights that young 
pigs have had a good start in life. 
Figures obtained at the Missouri 
Experiment Station show that 
it 
takes about two weeks longer 
to 
make pigs weigh 20 to 25 pounds 
at weaning time m arketable as fat 
hogs, than pigs which weigh 30 to 
35 pounds at weaning age. 
Hog men were urged to 
ear­ 
mark sows and litters so that gifts 
could be saved from the 
sows 
which are ipost prolific and suckle 
their litters better than the aver­ 
age. The amount of milk which a

that . liberal 
feeding should be followed at this 
time. 
The ration must also con­ 
tain adequate amounts of protein, 
minerals and vitam ins since milk 
has a relatively high percentage of 
these nutrients. 
Corn supplemented with

DETAILS ON BABY'S DIET 
It is easy sometimes, in working 
out menus for y our baby to over­ 
emphasize certain portions of the 
diet. Take milk, for instance. Now 
milk is a food vita l to every baby 's 
diet, but because of all the empha­ 
sis placed on it there is a tendency 
to stress its importance a t the ex ­ 
pense of other foods. It is just as 
essential that y our baby have other 
food to supplement the milk diet— 
orange juice and tomato juice, for 
instance, cod liver oil, and along 
about the fourth or fifth month a 
little ex tra bulk in the form of 
finely strained fruits and vege­ 
tables. Now these strained food3 
add needed vitamins and minerals 
and are an important fa ctor in 
y our baby 's growth and develop­ 
ment, so nothing should b e done to 
minimize their value in the menu. 
Be sure to offer each new strained 
food a t the beginning of the meal 
when baby is hungry and his inter­ 
est is keen. And give just a small 
taste a t first, too, say a teaspoonful 
combined with an equal amount of 
water or the baby ’s milk formula, 
increasing gradually , retaining the 
first amount of water, until the 
required portion of strained foods 
is being taken just as it comes from 
the ready -to-serve tin. On no ac­ 
count, is it wise to give baby his 
milk first as the average child will 
then lose interest in solid food 
and refuse to ea t much of it a t all. 
If y our baby shows a dislike for 
a certain food to which he is not 
allergic, insist that he take a small 
taste a t the beginning of the meal 
before going on to more favored 


varieties. In this way y ou will be 
able to overcome many a stubborn 
little food whim before it has an 
opportunity to develop into a posi­ 
tive dislike. Then a t the end of 
the meal, let the baby have as much 
milk as he wishes. Once in a while 
he may not take any a t all, but this 
is no great cause for concern. 
He 
may make up for it by drinking 2 
cups the nex t meal. It may be y our 
child will never be a great milk 
drinker, but it is ea sy enough to 
make up for this by using large 
quantities in cooking, a s in creamy 
puddings for desserts, milk toast, 
creamed vegetables and soups, and 
cereals cooked in milk. In this way , 
y ou can easily work a pint into his 
daily diet, and most children will 
drink a t least two cups of milk a 
day on their own. If a child with 
good habits and training in other 
respects continues refusing milk, 
then it would be wise to consult 
with y our phy sician, but in most 
cases y ou can handle this matter 
satisfactorily y ourself with a little 
skill and patience.

regulate itself in time, and it is 
of the greatest importance that 
baby begin eating a more substan­ 
tial diet to insure a longer life and 
better nourished body .

He went to the hospital with 
his son, but an entry order, sign­ 
ed by the Mayor of Salonik a, was 
required. 
While the son sought 
the Mayor, the father rested in a 
hotel lobby. 
When the son linally 
returned Halk ias had 
collapsed, 
and persons at the hotel thought 
he was dead. 
The hotel 
k eeper 
demanded 
that the body be 
removed. 
The 
son purchased a cheap coffin and 
promi'-ed the 
Salonik a-Heirissos 
bus driver 2380 drachmas ($17) to 
transport the coffin. 
The regular 
fare is only 100 drachmas. 
Half-way home, Halk ias stirred 
in his coffin and sat up the rest of 
the trip 
Back at Hierissos, the 
bus driver demanded 2380 drach­ 
mas. Halk ias refused, insisting he 
owed only the regular bus fare. 
“If you can prove that I’m not 
alive,’ he said, “ 1 shall willingly 
pay you as a corpse; otherwise, 
not a drachma more than usual 
The courts will decide.

RABBIT BORN FROM OVUM 
FERTILIZED BY ICE WATER 


New York, March 26.—A report 
in the proceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences by Dr. Greg­ 
ory Pincus and Herbert Shapire 
of Clark University and 
Vassar 
College, respectively, tells of the 
birth of rabbit from an ovum, or 
egg, fertilized artificially by chill­ 
ing with ice wfater. 
The experiment W'as to 
learn 
whether cold alone might act as a 
fertilizer. 
Temperature is known 
to be important in embryonic de­ 
velopment. 
In glass tubes 
ova 
are activated more often by cold 
alone than by chemical solutions. 
The tests were made 
on 
16 
living rabbits. One of thise rab­ 
bits gave birth to a young female. 
Dr. Pincus points out that this 
birth rate is very low compared 
with average rabbit fecundity. He 
says the ice water was successful 
in one chance in 200. 
Two years ago Dr. Pincus start­ 
led the scientific world with the 
discovery that rabbit ova can be 
fertilized by chemical irritation. 
Previously such things had been 
confined to lower animals, of the 
worm class, and it had been denied 
that parthenogenesis was possible 
in mammals. 
Dr. Pincus produc­ 
ed several litters of rabbits whose 
fathers were merely salt 
solu­ 
tions in which the ova had been 
placed for a short time. All these 
rabbits were females.

When Nathaniel Past hall tctv- 
cri as the brilliant editor of the 
St. Louis Republican, he not only 
exerted a strong influence on the 
political thought of the State but 
he helped introduce to Missouri­ 
ans epochal changes in newspaper 
publication. 
Paschall was born at Knoxville, 
Tonnossee, on April 4. 1802, one 
hundred and thirty-eight 
years 
ago this week 
He evidently came 
to Missouri early, for when 
he 
was only twelve he became 
an 
apprentice in the office of Joseph 
Chariest, often cnlled the "father 
of St. Louis journalism.” 
Paschell 
remained identified with Missouri's } 
first newspaper and its successors 
for moie than half a century, with 
the exception of a brief period in 
the late 1830s and early 1840s. 
Although he received little 
or 
no education, Paschall had 
the 
ability of a born writer and 
edi­ 
tor. 
He gradually worked 
his 
way up from printer’s devil in the 
office of the Gazette until in 1828 | 
he held a place as editor and part- 
owner of the Missouri Republican 
successor of the Gazette. 
In writing his editorials, 
the 
forceful Republican editor mainly 
dealt with the 
region 
in 
and 
around St Louis. 
Throughout his 
entire career he strove to impress 
his readers with the 
possibilities 
and resources of 
the 
west. 
He 
championed the cause of

commercial endeavor that promis­ 
ed to increase the wealth, influ­ 
ence, or general welfare of 
St.

Or serve it 
over cake. If it’s egg yolks, hard-cook them in boiling water, then mince 
and use in sauces, salads, salad dressings, sandwich fillings, etc.

When oranges, grapefruit, or tangerines are Inexpensive, serve them 
daily, as juice, in salads, fruit cups, fruit drinks, as desserts, etc. Don’t 
squeeze or peel them in advance; they lose vitamin C. Use lemons freely 
in salad dressings, in desserts, to step-up spinach, etc. Work plenty of 
fresh or canned tomatoes or tomato juice into your daily meals.

DETAILS ON BABY’S DIET 
It is easy sometimes, in working 
out menus for your baby to over­ 
emphasize certain portiona of the 
diet. Take milk, for instance. Now 
milk is a food vital to every baby’s 
diet, but because of all the empha­ 
sis placed on It there is a tendency 
to stress its importance a t the ex­ 
pense of other foods. It is just as 
essential that your baby have other 
food to supplement the milk diet— 
orange juice and tomato juice, for 
instance, cod liver oil, and along 
about the fourth or fifth month a 
little extra bulk in the form of 
finely strained fruits and vege­ 
tables. Now these strained foods 
add needed vitamins and minerals 
and are an im portant factor in 
your baby’s growth and develop­ 
ment, so nothing should be done to 
minimize their value in the menu. 
Be sure to offer each new strained 
food at the beginning of the meal 
when baby is hungry and his inter­ 
est is keen. And give just a small 
taste a t first, too, say a teaspoonful 
combined with an equal amount of 
water or the baby’s milk formula, 
increasing gradually, retaining the 
first amount of water, until the 
required portion of strained foods 
is being taken just as it comes from 
the ready-to-serve tin. On no ac­ 
count, is it wise to give baby his 
milk first as the average child will 
then lose interest in solid food 
and refuse to eat much of it at all. 
If your baby shows a dislike for 
a certain food to which he is not 
allergic, insist that he take a small 
taste a t the beginning of the meal 
before going on to more favored 


varieties. In this way you will be 
able to overcome many a stubborn 
little food whim before it has an 
opportunity to develop into a posi­ 
tive dislike. Then at the end of 
the meal, let the baby have as much 
milk as he wishes. Once in a while 
he may not take any a t all, but this 
is no great cause for concern. 
He 
may make up for it by drinking 2 
cups the next meal. It may be your 
child will never be a great milk 
drinker, but it is easy enough to 
make up for this by using large 
quantities in cooking, as in creamy 
puddings for desserts, milk toast, 
creamed vegetables and soups, and 
cereals cooked in milk. In this way, 
you can easily work a pint into his 
daily diet, and most children will 
drink at least two cups of milk a 
day on their own. If a child with 
good habits and training in other 
respects continues refusing milk, 
then it would be wise to consult 
with your physician, but in most 
cases you can handle this m atter 
satisfactorily yourself with a little 
skill and patience.

J 
lace great emphasis on solid food, 
n most cases the milk m atter will 
regulate itself in time, and it is 
of the greatest importance that 
baby begin eating a more substan­ 
tial diet to insure a longer life and 
better nourished body. He needs a 
diet high in vitamin and minerals 
to build sound teeth, well formed 
bones, firm tissue, and healthy blood
